hospital Saturday-morning of supper- 
alive meningitis caused by osteomye- 
litis of the skull.

The moil-ady from which the young 


man suffered and died IB a rare thing 
in the annals of medicine. Perhaps 
thore are not ton doctors in Wiscon- 
sin who have come across It In their 
practice. With the wide experience 
of the two doctors who handled tho 
case at the Marshlleld hospital, Dra. 


and Dooge, neither had ever 


como In contact with It before. Both 
admit lo having rend of .similar cases, 
and according to Dr, Beyer of this 
city, who had Ihe case In hand pre- 
vious to the removal ot tho young 
man to Muralifield, it Is something 
that few physicians, in a lifetime, 
meet with, 
And it IB a malady from 


which there is absolutely no recovery, 
no relief, and had tho case been tak- 
en to Marsh field when the young man 
first complained, there is no remedy 
which would have saVed him. i 


About two weeks previous to death 


the young man was brought to Pitts- 
vJlle suffering with a severe heodachfl 
which had been constant for many 
days. 
Nothing seemed 
to 
be 
the 


matter except the headache. The ua- 
uul remedies were advised and given. 
Later a doctor from Grand Rapids 
who happened to be in City Point was 
called In nnd he was equally puzzled. 
Again Dr. Beyer was called and hi» 
deemed the case beyond the sphorj 
of home treatment and advised tak- 
ing tho patient to the Marshfleld hos- 
pital, which was done later, the pa- 
tlcr.t at tho time bolng unconscious. 
Previous to this time Dr. Beyer had 
opened an abcess at the J;op of th,e 
hoad anc) took a quantity of pus 
therefrom. 


Immediately on arrival at the hos-r 


pltal an operation was made by out. 
ting away a portion of tha skull Im- 
mediately under tho place where the 
abcess had been-opened. 
The skull 


was found ' be partially rotted and 
In a dead condition. Pus formed be- 
tween the brain and the slrull wtis 
taken from the Incision in torgo Quan- 
tities. 
This was Friday atternoon 


and Saturday morning the patient 
died. 


MILITARY AGE IS 


AGAINST_WORKERS 


-New York, Juno 26—Men of mill" 


tary age are being discriminated 
against by employers since tho enact- 
ment of the selective draft and it is 
becoming Increasingly difllcult 
for 


them to obtain employment. 
Help 


•wanted advertisements in tho great 
dally papers show this, the greater 
majority calling for men "over 31" 
and otherwise indicating that prefer- 
ence will bo given to the men not 
subject to tho nation's call. Tho In- 
justice and disloyalty ot this was 
shown by Dr, Schuyler S, Wheeler, 
past president of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, who 
is head of a firm employing several 
thousand workmen. 


"Employers only willing to hire 


men over the military «.ge," ho said, 
"are disloyal, un-American and un- 
fulr. 
In addition, thefy are short- 


nighted, an only about one in twenty 
of the ton nilUHon men registered will 
be called. 
Refusal to employ men 


between the ages of 23 and 31 pen- 
alizes the very class on which the 
future of the nation depends. These 
men aro the fathers of the coming 
eenonation. 


"Men should be given employment 


on the same basis as before the war. 
If a man is called from his work to 
take arms to help 'make the world 
safe for Democracy' 
tho 
employer 


should be proud that one of his men 
has gone to the front and should wish 
him God-speed. The thought that his 
work may" have to bo done by a new 
man should never occur—there are 
millions who cannot go! 


"W employers are not careful they 


will make It a disgrace for a young 
man to be' called to the colors. 
In- 


stead, there should be rivalry be- 
tween the shops and factories as lo 
which sends the most men to the 
front, for only the best are wanted 
and the fittest to work are the fittest 
to fight. 
Give the young men their 


chance! 
They took 
it 
when 
they 


registered—now, let the employers 
take their chance and 
give 
them 


work!"

come in for nation-wide attention. 
Tho p^nl is now situated In Arling- 
ton, iVa., but will soon bo moved to 
this city, according lo Die assurance 
given by the RhlneUvndor Advance-, 
nienl association by Dr. 11. 10. llorton 
who has been acting for the govern- 
ment in seeking a new locution for 
the plant. 


Tho plant at Aiilinglon Is valued 


at about ¥50,000 and will be moved 
complete" to this city, 
A company 


with $5,000 capital has been organ- 
l/.ed to conduct tho business. 


The drying of potatoes Is almost 


unknown here in the United State.?, 
while in Germany It IH a well es- 
tablished, profitable business. 


In Europe potato Hour Is usud reg- 


ularly, and special cook books aro 
published for its utlllmtlon In all 
kinds ol' bakery goods. 
The Immi- 


grants from northern Kuropu accus- 
tomed to the use ot potato Hour, have 
created a market for that commodity 
in this country. 
In 11)3:5, the last 


government report we could obtain, 
showed 10,710,488 pounds of potato 
(lour and starch Imported. Tho war 
cut off the supply, but the demand 
still exists and there is an excellent 
chance lo make big money manufac- 
turing potato Hour In this country 
from tho unsalable potatoes and the 
culls, now almost a total loss. 


Potato Hakes can be turned almost 


Instantaneously into mashed potatoes 
the groat American National Dish, 
and when put up in neat and attrac- 
tive canons, sold at tho grocery, the 
Hakes certainly will 
find a ready 


market.

want. 
Flakes would also bo wel- 


comed by tho busy housewife In largo 
cities. "Bring to a boll and serve," 
which has been the slogan for olh^r 
countries, would bo appreciated, and 
accepted to save the trouble of boil- 
ing and mashing of potatoes. 


Hut where potato (lakes will be- 


come indispensable, once Introduced, 
will be In the army iuid navy, and the, 
fitting out of camping parties. Other 
vegetables can be canned, but Iho 
canning of potatoes has not proved to 
be a success. 
Dried potatoes can be 


kept almost Indefinitely, and besides 
this, another marked advantage ol 
the drying process Is thai it reduces 
the weight of the potato about throe- 
fourths, and this permits tho ship- 
ping of the polatooes in dried form 
great distances w i t h o u t th«' danger ol 
deterioration.

The In- 
justice and disloyalty of this, was 
shown by Dr. Schuyler S. Wheeler, 
past .president, of the American In- 
stitute^ of Electrical Engineers, who 
is-.head of a firm, employing several 
thousand workmen. 
"Employers only willing to hire 


men .over the military age," he said, 
"are disloyal, un-American-and. un- 
fair. 
In addition, they are short- 


nigh ted, as only about one in twenty 
of the ten miMon men registered will 
be called.

The mailady from which the young, 


man suffered and died is a rare thing 
in the anuaJs of medicine. Perhaps 
there are not ten doctors in Wiscon- 
sin who have come across it in their 
practice. With the wide experience 
of the two doctors who handled the 
case at the Marshfleld hospital, Drs. 
Mason and Doege, neither had ever 
come In contact with it before. Both 
admit to having read of similar cases, 
and according to Dr. Beyer- of this 
city who had the case in hand pre- 
vious to the removal of the young 
man to Marshfield, it Is something 
that few physicians, In a lifetime, 
meet with. And it is a malady from 
which there is absolutely no recovery, 
no relief, and had the case been tak- 
en to Mfcrshfleld when the young man 
first complained, there is no remedy 
which would have saved him. ' 


About two weeks previous toNdeath 


the young man was brought to Pltts- 
ville suffering with a severe headacha 
which had been, constant for many 
days.

Later a doctor from Grand-Rapids 
who-happened to'-be in City Point was 
caHed in and he was equally puzzled. 
A.galn Dr. Beyer was called and na 
deemed the case beyond the sphere 
of home treatment and advised tak- 
ing the patfent to the Marshfield hos- 
pital, which was done later, the 'pa- 
tient at the time being unconscious 
Previous to this time Dr. Beyer had 
opened an abcess at the %top of the 
head and took a quantity of pus 
therefrom.

A company 


with $5,000 capital'has been organ- 
ized to conduct the .business. 


The .drying of potatoes is almost 


unknown here in the United States, 
while in Germany it is a well es- 
tablished, profitable business. 


In Europe potato flour is used reg- 


ularly, and special cook books are 
published for its utilisation in all 
kinds of bakery goods. 
The Immit- 


grants' from northern Europe accus- 
tomed to the use of potato flour, have 
created a market for that commodity 
in this country. In 1913, the last 
government report we could oblaJn, 
showed 16,710,488 pounds of potato 
flour and starch imported. The war 
cut off the supply, but the demand 
still exists and there is an excellent 
chance to make big money manufac- 
turing potato. flour in this country 
from the unsalable potatoes and .the 
culls, now almost a total loss.' 


Potato flakes can be turned almost 


instantaneously into mashed potatoes 
the great American National Dish, 
and when put up in neat and attrac- 
tive cartons, sold at the grocery, the 
flakes certainly wiill find a ready 
market. ' In 
mining and Jogging 


camps; where fresh 
potatoes 
are 


scarce, flakes would fill a long felt 
want 
Flakes would also be wel- 


comed by the busy housewife in large 
cities. "Bring to a boil and serve," 
which has been tfie slogan for other 
countries, would be appreciated, and 
accepted to' save the trouble of boil- 
ing and mashing of potatoes. 


But where potato flakes will be- 


come indispensable, once introduce:!, 
will be in the army and navy, and the 
fitting out of camping parties. Other 
vegetables can be canned, but the 
canning of potatoes has not proved to 
be a success. Dried potatoes can be 
kept almost indefinitely, and besides 
this, another marked advantage or 
the drying process is that it reduces 
the weight of the potato about three- 
fourths, and this permits the ship- 
ping of the potatoees in dried form 
great distances without the danger ot 
deterioration.

T IS not known 
boards flrst came into use In Japan, 
but presumably It was not long 
after the Introduction of writing, 


though that would not be necessary 
among a people whoro pictures and 
designs preceded Ideographs represent- 
ing them. 
Indeed, Japanese writing, 


lite Chinese, consists of signs rather 
than expressions of sound, says 1. 
Nakayama, M. Collgny writes in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The national 


ideographs are for the eye rather than 
the car; to be seen rather than to be 
heard. 
There Is no mention in Japanese his- 


tory of the fact that In'the reigns of 
Emperor Godalgo (1319-1339) each gov- 
ernment ofllclal, set up a door plate 
signifying his name and occupation, 
which may be- regarded as the first 
mention of signs in Japan, 


The art of advertising seems to have 


made considerable progress during the 
Toktigawa era, especially lu the va- 
riety of signs used. 
To foreigners 


these signs are striking to a degree, 
though to Japanese they appear per- 
fectly 
natural. 
Those 
In broken, 


antique or Impossible English are, per- 
haps the. most remarkable, for since 
the coming of foreigners every attempt 
has been made to appeal to them, 
though In 
1 many cases these foreign 


signs are only to Impress the native 
customer with the idea that the shop 
deals In foreign goods and, therefore, 
sells reliable wares. 


The most primitive form of Jap- 


anese sign i* that whereon is depicted 
the article for snie. The hemp dealer 
hangs out n bundle of raw hemp fiber; 
and the maker of grass or reed hats 
suspends some of these hats before 
his shop entrance, while the umbrella 
maker does the same. The watchmak- 
er has a big round clock or watch over 
his shop, either In a tower on the roof 
or on the sign over the door. 


Sometimes the clock Is <i real one 


nnd sometimes only a picture. Shops 
that sell mirrors often do likewise. 
The druggist sorfletlmea has the .pic- 
ture of a huge paper bag over his shop, 
ns most Japanese medicines are sold 
In that receptacle. Makers of tabi, the 
Japanese sock, also have a big tabl in 
front of their shops, usually the pat- 
tern after which the sock Is cut be- 
fore sewing. Fan makers put out a 
half-finished fan, and so on. 


Eouge and toilet powders are so ex- 


tensively used by Japanese women that 
there are shops that deal exclusively 
in this stuff, and are Indicated by a 
small red- flag, signifying the color 
which the powder will make the 
cheeks. A shop with a square piece of 
wood on which is .palnteJ various 
round dots of different colorH, tells the 
passerby of a paint shop. 


From 
very ancient times 
cedar 


painted in association with the peonies, 
as the pronunciation of the word snl- 
shl," wild boar, Is much the same as 
that of the word "shtshl," lion. 


The custom of setting up signs that 


Involved some sort of puzato came into 
vogue In the Tokugawa.period, and has 
been continued down'to today, - though 
more often to bo found in the provinces 
than In metropolitan areas. When one 
sees tho picture of a flying arrow one 
knows that it Is .a bathliouse, as the 
word for shooting an arrow (yulru) 
sounds like yu-Iru,' taking a hot bath. 
Dealers In'sweet potatoes write up the 
Ideographs -for jusanrl (thirteen ri), 
which means that the potatoes are 
nicer than chestnuts (kurl-yorl-uraal), 
ku-ri, meaning nine ri, and also chest- 
nuts; the syllogistic signification being 
that as thirteen rl arc greater'than 
uine ri, so sweet potatoes are finer 
than chestnuts. The kite maker puts 
the picture of an octopus (tako) on Ills 
door, as the word for kite (tako) is 
much the same as that for octopus 
the vernacular. Tho dealer in bean- 
Jam buns has a horse over his shop, J , 
because tho word for horse-(umu) has 
—' 


the sound of unml-un.nl .(sweet-sweet), 
not unlike foreign yum-yum, for the 
same meaning. Such notions may ap- 
pear childish, but in the peaceful 
Tokugawa days people were evidently

Sun-Heated Water. 


Seventy-five per cent of the homes 


In southern California, It is.said, have 
solar heaters, which furnish the hot 
water for domestic purposes. The ar- 
rangement is simple,, and consists of 
water' pipes placed on the roof of a 
house under- a glass top. and under- 
neath them some sheets of copper 
painted black. Under the rays of the 
sun the water expands, creating a cir- 
culation thereof In the pipes until the 
water reaches the boiling point, and 
It will remain hot for more than 48 
hours after the sun stops shining. 
It Is not often that there Is any fail- 
ure of sunshine for more than two or 
three days, and as a consequence there 
is hot water sufficient for all pur- 
noses with .rare exceptions throughout 
the year. Tlie cost of a solar heater 
is not great, and a handy man can 
irake ope for himself.

T IS not known when the 
boards first come Into use lu .Tapan,

Ilk* Chinese, consists of signs rather 
than expressions of' sound, says T.

Ideographs are for the eye rather than 
the car; to be seen rather than to be 
heard. 


There is no mention in Japanese his- 


tory of the fact that In the reigns of 
Emperor Godulgo (131D-13J19) each gov- 
'ernment ofllclnl set up a door plate 
signifying his name and occupation, 
which may be regarded as the Ilrst 
mention of signs in Japan. 


The art of advertising seems lo have 


made considerable progress during the 
Tokugawa era, especially in the va- 
riety of signs used. 
To foreigners 


these signs are striking to a degree, 
though to Japanese they appear per- 
fectly 
natural. 
Those 
In broken, 


antique or Impossible iMigllsh are, per- 
haps the most remarkable, for since 
the coming of foreigners every attompl 
lias been made to appeal to them, 
though In 
1 many cases these foreign 


signs are only to Impress the unlive 
customer with the Idea t'.mt the simp 
deals in foreign goods nnd, therefore, 
sells reliable wares. 


The most primitive form of Jap- 


anese sign Is that whereon Is depleted 
the article for sale. The hemp dealer 
Imngs out n bundle of raw hemp liber; 
and the maker of grass or reed bats 
suspends some of these hats before 
his shop entrance, while the umbrella 
maker does the same. The watchmak- 
er hns n big round clock or watch over 
his shop, either In a tower on the roof 
or on the sign over the door. 


Sometimes the clock Is i, real one 


nnd sometimes only a picture. Shops 
that sell mirrors often do likewise 
The druggist soifletlmos hns the pic- 
ture of n huge paper bug over his shop 
as most Japanese medicines are soli! 
in that receptacle. Makers of tab!, the 
Japanese sock, also have a big tnbl In 
front of their shops, usually the pat- 
tern after which the sock Is cut be 
fore sewing.

I have owned and used a touring car 


for two years, the machine with com- 
nletc equipment costing me. $1,080, ana 
I consider it one of the best invest- 
ments I have ever made, writes O. A. 
Choatc in Farm Progress. I have giv- 
en the car the best of care and it now 
looks better than many I see which 
have been in use only a few months. 


I examine it before each trip to see- 


that ull bolts, nuts-and connections arc 
In placi- and tight. I am'careful to use 
none but the cleanest of. water in the 
radiator und see that the engine has 
plenty of nil. In filling the gasoline 
tank,' I strain the gasoline through , 
-hamois to remove water and dirt, thus i 
preventing trouble with the carbureter • 
ater on. I always carry a.half gallon ; 
jf oil and a gallon of gasoline in the j 
;&ol box for emergencies. 
'

When I purchased the cur I took my.\ 


nstructlon book and gave.the machine j 
Nireful and thorough study, learning.' 
•vhat each part was aiid what it was 
;or, and I have so far not failed in be- 
ng wy own garage mo.ii. I start and 
stop easily and carefully, applying the 
Mutch and brakes gradually. The sud- 
3en throwing on of the brakes locks 
•Jie wheels, causing them to slide and 
n-lnd the surface .of the tires, soon 
'vcariug out the tread. In turning cor- 
jors I%low up, throw out the clutch, 
illowlng the car to coast, so as to 
ivold skidding, which ruins tires in a 
jhort time. 


Drives at Moderate Speed. 


I drive at a moderate speed, 15 to 25 


miles per hour. I consider .10 miles at 
10 miles an hour does more harm to an 
auto than 100 miles at 20 miles per 
hour. I keep a good lookout for sharp 
stones and avoid them as much as pos- 
sible and always go over bad places 
slowly. I examine the tires every few 
days for cuts and bruises that let sand 
and moisture through the rubber tread 
to the fabric of the tire, which soon 
rots and causes a blowout I have a 
vulcanlzer which .cost $1.80, and vul- 
canize the bad spots on the tires. I 
also have a tire gauge and test the 
tires once a week. 


I do my own valve grinding, doing 


this every 40 or 60 days, depending on 


-motor dean. I apply kerosene with a 
scrub brush, which Is very effective in 
re-moving accumulations of dirt and 
grease. In 'washing out the radiator 
und cylinder jackets I use n mixture of 
common washing .soda and water two 
or ihro.- times a year to loosen up all 
scale sediment. After this process the 
cooling system is-thoroughly rinsed 
•with drain water. I keep the outside 
of the radiator clean and see that the 
•ilr passages at the bottom do not be- 
,.0me clogged with 
mud. 
With a 


sponge, a large woolen cloth and clean 
water the body of the car is kept bright 
and clean. I have an especially built 
house or garage in which the machine 
Is kept when not in use. It Is jacked 
up and the axles allowed to rest on 
supports, which takes the weight off 
the tires. It Is the little care given 
regularly that counts and keeps the 
auto up In trira.-

mention of signs in Japan.

I keep a good lookout for sharp 
stones and avoid them as much as pos- 
sible and always go over bad places 
ilowly. I examine the tires every few 
days for cuts and bruises that let sand 
and moisture through the rubber tread 
to the fabric of the tire, which soon 
rots and causes a blowout. I have a 
vulcanizer which cost ?1.SO, and vul- 
canize the bad spots ou the tires. I 
also have a tire gauge and test the 
tires once a week. 


I do my own valve grinding, doing 


this every 40 or 60 days, depending on 
the amount of running the car does. I 
coat the edge of the valve head with 
valve grinding paste, which I buy in 
tubes nnd turn back and forth with a 
short motion till the edge of the part 
and the valve show bright all the way 
around. \Vhile doing this I repeatedly 
shlft the valve around so as to grind 
evenly I am careful not to get any of 
the paste in the cylinders, as it would 
injure them. Only one make of oil of 
the best grade is used on my car. I 
once changed to a different brand of 
oil as I could buy it a little cheaper, 
but soon found that the motor was not 
running as well us formerly. 


Proper Lubrication. 


The best insurance of freedom from 


trouble is proper lubrication of the en- 
tire machine. Lubrication charts were 
furnished with my machine, but I find 
it is better to learn by actual observa- 
tion the amount and frequency of lu- 
brication required than to rely entirely 
upon the chart. Weather and road con- 
ditions and the method of driving the 
car have as great an influence as does 
the actual mileage traveled.

IS GREAT 


Ono of the great-American adventurers died re- 


cently. He was Col. Charles Ohallle-Long, and his 
death received the same scant notice that had been 
awarded so many of his achievements during his 
lifetime. Soldier, author, diplomatist and explorer 
he lived his seventy-five years as.thoroughly as; 
any man of his time. He knew four continents 
and he solved a riddle that had puzzled mankind 
for many years—tho source of tho"Nile river. 


As a youth, Chaille-Long fought with .distinction 


in the Civil war, says the Kansas ttty T mes He 
entered as a private and .came out a lieutenant 
colonel. Then he figured In a chapter of our his- 
tory that is little known, to the present generation 
-our military mission to Egypt. Khedive Ismail 
wanted to reorganize his army and he wanted the 
work done by men who would be free from the 
petty interests and Intrigues of the various Euro- 
pean countries, all of which were Interested in 
northern Africa, The khedive obtained the co-op- 
oration of General Sherman, and In 1860 ten Amer- 
ican officers—half of them Federals and half for- 
mer Confederate commanders—were sent to Egypt. 
Challle-Long was one of the party, and bo became. 
tho widest known for his work In Africa. 
Some 


of the others of the party were Generals Loring, 
Libby and Stone, and Majors Morgan and Kennon. 


Found Lake Ibrahim. 


Challle-Long came under ,the influence of the 


famous "Chinese" Gordon, then campaigning in the 
Sudan. He and Gordon designed the fortifications 
of Tel-el-Keblr for the defense of-Cairo,, and Gor-, 
don Induced the American to explore the upper 
Nile. In two shallops constructed of tough bark 
Challle-Long and two companions continued along 
tho river until they'found Lake'Ibrahim,"now 
known at Lake Choga. They found the bosom of 
Che lako radiant with the great lotus, whose leaves 
are strong enough to support the body .of .a child. 
The party discovered that the river issuing from 
the Victoria-Nyanza is the Nile, .thutf settling a 
question that long had troubled geographers.

On- this trip Ohaille-Long and his two compan- 


' ions, both Egyptian officers, were attacked,by. a 
force of several hundred natives. The explorers 


in these they stood off the attacking force for 
hours,, killing more than 80 natives.

His health failing under the incessant, hardships

He 
became an authority on International law, after- 
ward teachlng.fbr a time in Paris. But at the t£me 
of the Sudanese uprising.in 1881 he was besoilght 
by the American-government to go ..back to Egypt 
and take charge of the consulate. at Alexandria,, 
from which all the'other Americans had fled. He. 
saved hundreds of lives during those troublous 
times, :the. consulate being, made a refuge for all 
nationalities. 
' 
' 
In 1887 Cleveland appointed Challle-Long con- 


sul general and. i secretary of the legation in :Corea.; 
The man's restless energy again manifested Itself 
in exploration and he made an overland trip to 
Seoul, discovering on the" way the source of the 
Han river. Egypt called him again In 1890 and he 
spent eight years there, writing and exploring.. 


The honors that had been tardy in their coming 


began to be showered upon him then.. Great Brit-, 
ain finally recognized his share in the uncovering 
of the secrets;of the Nile.and gave, him equal rank, 
with Speke'and Baker. The: American Geograph- 
ical society gave' 'him a .gold .medal, ,and he was 
made secretary for the Universal Postal congress 
at Washington and ItiterVsecretary. to the .United) 
States commission at .the Paris exposition,. 1900. 


Chaille-Long wrote .a,number.of.books dealing 


with the lands he had explored; They are standard; 


'the' little-known regions of .'the;world, 


but they brought'him little revenue.. Though half 
a dozen nations 'honored him with .medals and. ti- 
tles! he died a comparatiyely.i-.poor" man. His only 
reward of any-consequence was the .tribute, paid 
him by "Chinese!1

officer of the navy de- 
partment, on orders from 
Secretary Daniels, went 
to the naval wireless 
station In Washington, 
sat down before an In- 
strument, 
and 
sent 


crackling out to the four corners of the 
earth and over the surface of the 
Seven sous the word that the Imperial 
government 
of 
Germany and 
the 


United States of America.had .come to 
|grlp of battle. 
On every American 


Warship and at every American naval 
or military station, some scores and 
:some thousands of miles away, receiv- 
ing antennae tingled with the news as 
it came sputterlngly but quickly to Its 
aerial destination. 


A few days later another govern- 


ment order was set .forth declaring 
'that the authorities at Washington 
;had decided to take over control of the 
wireless facilities of the nation and 
that all private^ apparatus for sending 
and receiving must bo demolished. Po- 
lice officials all over the land got busy 
nt once, and thousands of amateur 
telegraphers found themselves without 
avocation the next morning. 
In New 


York city alone 098 wireless stations 
were silenced, an Index of the enor- 
mous growth that aerial telegraphy 
'had achieved. 


These two Instances witnessing the 


indlspensablllty of this mode of com- 
munication make OJfllcult of belief per- 
haps the statement that It Is Just 45 
years aj,'o that the science of tele- 
graphing through the air 
without 


wires was for the very first time 
brought to the attention of the con- 
gress of the United States, and that 
'the application for permission to In- 
corporate a company to try out the 
"crackbrained" sclfemo so tickled the 
risibilities of the honorable representa- 
tives that the proposition was very 
nearly laughed out of court. 


Eventually,-however, the Idea seem- 


ing harmless, ,if entirely mad, the de- 
aired authority was given, and Mahlon 
j-oomls, a dentist of Washington, D. 0., 
was told that he could go ahead and 
do anything of the kind he liked. So 
fjn a spirit of entire levity the lower 
•house accorded the Initial recognition 
to what has developed Into one of 
the most marvelous and most serv- 
iceable of all manifest work of genius. 


The name of Guglleltno Marconi, the 


Italian, Is Inseparably associated with 
wireless telegraphy In these days, and 
as Is so often the case the men who 
blazed the trail are forgotten. 
So 


Mahlon Loomls and many like him 
have passed Into the obscurity of 
memory, their achievements receiving 
only scant mention even In the books 
which give the history of the science 
as It developed. 


The Washington dentist was, how- 


over, a pioneer In one respect which 
'has reserved for him a modicum of 
fume; he first of all scientists proposed 
to use the present method of condi)ct- 
Ing the electric impulses by means of 
long masts and even erected a struc- 
ture for the purpose on the banks of. 
tho Potomac river In Maryland, where 
,he for a time carried on experiments. 
Therefore the records mention him In 
a long list of Illustrious men as one 
who really did something to advance 
the cause of wireless Investigation. 


There are few men now living who 


recall the debate In which the leading 
men of congress took ptlrt when Rep- 
resentative BInghnm of Pennsylvania 
'introduced a resolution to Incorporate 
the Loomls Aerial Telegvaph company. 


The brilliant speeches, the flowery 


periods in which the wits of the house 
In that day held the Loorals scheme up 


orty-five years aga aJ^ashington den- 


tist *u)ho had experimented with wireless and 
suspected its marvelous possibilities applied for 
the right to incorporate a company. The comedi- 
ans in our national legislature had a lot of fun 
over the "crackbrained" idea and joshed the 
newspaper which supported the i 


to ridicule, as net forth In the Con- 
gressional Record, give a fair Idea, of 
how seriously the proposal was taken. 
One of tho chief points of the debate 
was made upon tho 
Question 
of 


whether tho resolution should be re- 
ferred to tho committee on foreign 
aftalrs of tho house or to the com- 
mittee on commerce, the decision be- 
ing rendered In favor of the latter body 
after a discussion which was carried 
on with burlesque solemnity for some 
hours. It Is Interesting to note that 
the presiding officer on that occasion 
was none other than Representative 
.Tames A. Garfleld of Ohio, who Inter 
became president of the United States. 
Incidentally there Is a strnngo simi- 
larity In the conduct of the house- 
then, as related In the Record, and In 
Us actions in tho present day. 


Representative Conger read nn ar- 


ticle' from tho since defunct Sunday 
Chronicle of April 14, 18T2, which, de- 
spite tho fnct that It was laughecl at by, 
congress, seems to have had a realiz- 
ing sense of grace in considering the 
project of wireless. 


The serious attempts of the Sunday 


Chronicle to plead the cause of wire- 
less was the signal for a chorus of 
presumably humorous remarks some- 
what like those leveled at the two ab- 
surd Wright boys, Orvllle and Wilbur, 
when they gave up a profitable bicycle 
business out in Dayton, 0., some years 
ago and started fussing around with a 
ridiculous 
contraption 
that 
they 


thought they could make fly like a 
bird, whereas all the wiseacres there- 
abouts knew it was all plumb foolish- 
ness and couldn't be done. Everybody 
knbws what a ghastly failure the 
Wrights made of flying. 


The butt of moat of the Jokes hurled 


at tho Lpomls Invention was Repre- 
sentative 'Holmos of Indiana, who had 
helped Mr. Blnghara introduce the res- 
olution, and who was one of the few to 
believe that wireless communication 
was really possible. He made'tt speech 
amid a chorus of groans^ Jeers and -In- 
terruptions of all sorts', representa- 
tives continually Insisting upon read- 
Ing articles from 
publications not 


so farseolng as the Sunday Chronicle,

Mr. Blngham also had his turn, and 


his speech, like the others, appears In 
the liecord, although the disorder in 
the house made It Impossible of hear- 
ing for most of the members. He, too, 
could soo the possibilities of wireless, 
antl stoutly maintained his position. 


Mr. Blngham's extreme earnestness 


carried with it a measure of convic- 
tion, and the unruly house at the end 
accorded him some measure of serious 
attention. Whether Jt was owing to 
his speech or a certain feeling that it 
would do no harm to let Loomls try 
his stunt, since it could not hurt any- 
thing, at any rate the resolution was 
passed n.,few nights later and the 
dentist-electrician started in to form 
tho company to exploit his idea. 


In many respects Doctor Loomls' 


plans for wireless development were 
more ambitious than any proposed be- 
fore or since. 
He not only filmed at 


communication^ by telegraphic meth- 
ods, but he likewise expected to util- 
ize the power for lighting and heating 
purposes; In July, 1872, he secured 
a patent from the United States patent 
office which so far as Is known was 
the first ever granted of Its kind. The 
text of it is interesting. 


"Bo It known that I, Mahlon Loomls, 


dentist, of Washington, District of Co- 
lumbia," It says, "have Invented or dis- 
covered a new and Improved mode of 
telegraphing and of generating light, 
heat and motive power, and I do here- 
by declare that the following is a full 
description thereof: 


"The nature of my invention or dis- 


covery consists, In general terms, of 
utilizing natural electricity and estab- 
lishing an electrical current or circuit 
for; telegraphic and other purposes, 
without tho aid of wires, artificial bat- 
teries or cable to form .such electrical 
current, and yet communicate from 
one continent of the globe to another. 


."As in dispensing with the double 


wire" (which was first used in tele- 
graphing) "and making use of but one, 
substituting the earth Instead of a wire 
to form one-half of the circuit, so I 
now dispense with both wires, using 
the earth as one-half the circuit and 
continuous electrical element far above 
the earth's surface for 
the 
other 


part 'of 
the 
circuit. 
I also 
dis- 


pense with . artificial' batteries, but 
use the free electricity of the nt-. 
raosphere, co-operating with that of' 
tho earth to supply'the electrical dy- 
namic force or current for. telegraph- 
ing and for other useful purposes, 
such as light, heat and ^motive power, 


"As atmospheric .electricity ls: found 


more and. more abundant when mois- 
ture, clouds, heate.d currents of .air 
and other .dissipating influences, 'are 
left far below and a greater, altitude 
attained, my plan Is to seek as high an 
elevation as practicable on.the tops of 
high mountains and thus penetrate or 
.establish electrical connection with the 
atmospheric stratum or ocean overly- 
ing local disturbances. 
Upon these- 


mountain tops I erect suitable towers 
and apparatus to attract the electric- 
ity, o'r in other words to disturb the

continuity of one of the conductors 
from an electrical body being indi- 
cated upon its opposite or correspond- 
ing terminus, and thus producing a cir- 
cuit of communication between the 
two without an artificial battery or 
the further use of wires or cables to 
connect the co-operating stations.": 


The fate of the Loomls Invention 


was not long In being determined. 
His company was formed and experi- 
ments were carried on, but the (In this 
day) 
manifestly' impossible scheme 


was soon found to be Impracticable, 
despite the several advanced ideas 
presented, and the proposition pres- 
ently went to smash, adding another 
name to the great roll of disappointed 
and disillusioned pioneers. 


Although Loomls was the first man 


to get recognition in the American 
cqngress for wireless discovery, men 
had Inklings of the possibility of 
tho thing 50 years before him. About 
the first to take up 'the work was Doc-N 
tor Steinheil of Munich, who in 1838 
evolved some of the basic features of 
the science., Morse in 1842 saw that 
telegraphing without wires would some 
day bo possible, but he was too busy 
with the wire method to spend any 
time on the other plan. 


The credit for the successful appli- 


cation of the principles of wireless 
communication sof .course belongs to 
Marconi, who has had the wit and the 
resource to employ the work of his 
predecessors In the field and actually 
to produce the now wonderful result 
Marconi's real accomplishment is of 
comparatively recent date and It owes 
much even to the dreamlngs of Doc- 
tor Loomls, not to mention the experi- 
menting of such eminent minds as J. 
Trowbrldge in 1880, Sir W. H. Preece

When the growth of towns and small 


cities is discussed with reference to 
building activity, sooner or later the 
multi-family house will be mentioned 
It Is natural to associate the Hat or 
apartment building with a. thickly-set- 
tled community, the type being, at first 
thought, one of necessity rather than 
preference. It cannot be doubted, how- 
ever, that there are conveniences :'in 
apartment life which appeal to. many 
people. An example of the eagerness 
with which apartment rentals are tak- 
en up Is found in a recent occurrence 
In a city of -about 00,000 population In 
northern Illinois. This city, despite 
Its size, has very few apartment build- 
ings. Last year one of .the real es- 
tate firms announced its Intention . to 
build a modern 12-apartment building 
on a very well located piece of land, 
nine blocks from the center of the 
main business district. Rentals varied 
from $45 to%$65 per month. Before a 
shovel of dirt had been turned the 
firm had signed leases for every inch 
of space in the building. 


Many cities considerably 
smaller 


than this one have numerous apart- 
ment building^..'which have proved to 
be satisfactory Investments to their 
owners. These buildings are expensive 
to build and their construction is sel- 
dom attempted unless the investor Is 
safe In assuming that the demand for 
them exists.

and floor plan is sufficient to adequate- 
ly establish the"beauty and convenience 
•which may be obtained In this double- 
bouse type. The- basic virtue Is found 
In the arrangement of the bouse as a 
whole. 
The floor plan shows that a 


U-shape is followed in the general lay- 
out. By this means the two parts of 
the house are .sufficiently separated to 
provide for privacy and lack of disturb- 
ing transmission of sound from one 
part to the other of the .house. ThlP 
arrangement also facilitates, the ven- 
tilation of bedrooms which face on the 
court.

The beauty of the exterior Is plainly 


evident. Walls are finished with shin- 
gles having a wide exposure to tlje 
weather. 
The roof design is dlstlnp- 


tive, following somewhat after the lines 
of the English thatched effect. 
This 


roof could be made even more effec- 
tive by the use of the Americanized 
thatch-effect roof construction now be- 
ing introduced by leading manufactur- 
ers of stained wood shingles and com- 
positlou shingles. 
The colonial influ- 


ence is-found In the design of windows 
and in the shutters. An effective meth- 
od of finishing this house would be to 
stain the walls pure white and paint 
the shutters green.

There are several features of the 


Interior of this design which should be 
noticed. 
The arrangement Is sym- 


metrical about the center line of the 
house. .There is a large living room, 
dining room and kitchen with pantry 
along the outer part of each side of 
the house, from front to back.

the inner part of each side of the 
house, facing the center court. a«e 
front porch Is built under the main 
roof of the house and is used by both 
families. Small reception halls nt the 
ends of this porch form Jthe entrance 
to the two living rooms. 


Attention Is'called to the connecting 


bedroom and screened porch arrange; 
ment 
This combination Is designed 


for those who recognize the wisdom:in 
open air sleeping but who do not care 
to undergo the discomfort of dressing 
In a cold room during the cold weath- 
er 
The sleeping porch is entirely 


open on one side and has. a window 
in the opposite wall, so that ventila- 
tion is certain. The bedroom may be 
used then, simply as a dressing room 
and may be kept warm for that pur- 
pose.- French doors* are placed be- 
tween the bedroom and porch nnd 
small windows are placed on each side 
of the doors, in the full length of the 
doors.

Then she trav- 
eled on alone, until, within four days' 
journey of Slvas, some teachers met 
her and brought her in safely.

Cam's high school, with their relatives, 
were ordered south. Miss Graffam, 
after much urging of the vali, secured 
permission to start with them.

took medicine, food and money and' 
was able to be of great help until after, 
five days she was forbidden to go 
farther. 
When the other American mission- 


aries left Sivas Miss Graffam and Miss 
Fowle, who has since died of .typhus, 
were allowed to remain and given the 
use of two rooms In one of the mission, 
buildings. They did what relief work 
was permitted and organized Indus- 
trial work among the refugees. Since 
Miss Fowle's rdeath Miss Graffam has 
remained alone, carrying on her work 
with unfailing devotion.

Ono of the great American adventurers died re- 


cently, lie was Col. Charles Ohaille-Long, and his 
death received the sumo scant notice that had been 
awarded so many of his achievements during his 
lifetime. Soldier, author, diplomatist and explorer, 
ho lived his seventy-five years as thoroughly as 
any man of his time. He knew four continents 
anil ho solved a riddle that had puzzled mankind 
for many years—tho source of tho Nile river. 


As a youth, Challle-Long fought with distinction 


lu tho Civil war, says the Kansas qity Times. He 
entered as a private and came out n lieutenant 
colonel. Then lie figured in a chapter of our his- 
tory that is little known, to the present generation 
—our military mission to Egypt, Khedive Ismail 
wanted to reorganize his army and ho wanted the 
work done by men who would be free from the 
petty Interests and intrigues of the various Euro- 
pean countries, nil of which were interested lu 
northern Africa. The khedlve obtained the co-op- 
orutkin of General Sherman, and In 1880 ten Amer- 
ican olllcors—-half of them Federals nnd half for- 
mor Confederate commanders—were sent to Egypt. 
Ohalllo-Long was ono of the party, und bo became 
tho widest known for his work In Africa. Some 
of the others of the party were Generals Lorlng, 
Libby and Stone, nnd Majors Morgan and Kennon, 


Found Lake Ibmhlm, 


Chntllc-Ixmg camo under ,the influence of the 


famous "Chinese" Gordon, then campaigning in tho 
Sudan. lie und Gordon designed tho fortifications 
of Tel-cl-Keblr for the defense of Cairo, and Gor-, 
don induced the American to explore the upper 
Nile. In two shallops constructed oC tough bark 
Ohuillo-Loug and two companions continued along 
tho river until they found Luke' Ibrahim,' now 
known at Iitike Chogu. They found the bosom of 
the hike radiant with tho great lotus, whose leaves' 
are strong enough to support tho body of n child. 
The party discovered that the river Issuing from 
the Victoria Nynnzn is tho Nile, tlnff settling n 
question that long had troubled geographers. 


On. this trip Ghnllle-Long and his two compan- 


ions, both Egyptian ofllccrs, were attacked by a 
force of several hundred natives.

Challle-Long led several expeditions into Africa, 


conquering the J^lam-Nlam country nnd adding It 
to Egypt, and exploring n long stretch of the East 
coast of Africa that hitherto had been unknown 
to civilization. 


Called Back to Egypt. 


His health falling under the Incessant hardships 


to which he had been subjected, Chnille-Long cnme 
back to this country in 1877 and studied law. He 
became an authority on international law, after- 
ward teaching for a time in Paris. But ut the time 
of the Sudanese uprising in 1881 he was besought 
by the American government to go back to Egypt 
and take charge of tho consulate at Alexandria, 
from which all the other Americans had fled. He 
saved hundreds of lives during those troublous 
times, .the consulate being made a refuge for nil 
nationalities. 


In 1887 Cleveland appointed Challle-Long con- 


sul general and secretary of the legation In Coreu,' 
The man's restless energy again manifested Itself 
In exploration and he made nn overland trip to 
Seoul, discovering on the way the source of the 
Han river. Egypt called him again In 1800 and ho 
spent eight years there, writing and exploring, 


The honors that hnd been tardy In their coming 


began to be showered upon him then. Great Brit- 
ain finally recognized his share In the uncovering 
of tho secrets of the Nile nnd gave him .equal rank 
with Speke and Baker. The American Geograph- 
ical society gave him a gold medal, .and ho was 
rmulo secretary for tho Universal Postal congress 
at Washington and Inter -secretary to the Unltedi 
States commission at the Paris exposition, 1000. 


Clmille-Long wrote n number of books dealing 


with the lands ho hnd explored, They are standard 
works upon the little-known regions oE the world, 
but they brought him little revenue, Though half 
n dozen nations honored him with medals and ti- 
tles! he died n comparatively poor mun, His only 
reward of any consequence was the tribute paid 
him by "Chinese" Gordon, another of the great ad- 
venturers; "This man deserves to nink with'the 
world's chief discoverers."

Tho party discovered that the river issuing from 
the Victoria • Nyanzn is the Nile, thus* settling a 
question that long had troubled geographers.

ions, both Egyptian officers, were attacked, by a 
force of several hundred natives.

In 188T Cleveland appointed Chaille-Long con- 


sul general and secretary of the legation in Corea. 
The man's restless energy again manifested itself 
In exploration and he made an overland trip to 
Seoul, discovering on the way the source of the 
Han river. Egypt called him again in 1890 and he 
spent eight years there, writing and exploring.

States commission at the Paris exposition, 1900. 


Chaille-Long wrote a number of books dealing 


with the lands he had explored. They are standard. 
works upon the little-known regions of the world, 
but they brought him little revenue. Though half 
a dozen nations honored him with medals and ti- 
tled he died a comparatively poor man. His only 
reward of any consequence was the tribute paid 
him by "Chinese" Gordon, another of the great, ad- 
venturers : "This man deserves to rank with the 
world's chief discoverers."

gress of tho United States, and that 
the application Cor permission to In- 
corporate a company to try out the 
"crackbralnod" sclfeme so tickled the 
risibilities of the honorable representa- 
tives that the proposition was very 
nearly laughed out of court. 


Eventually,-however, the Idea seem- 


ing harmless, ^lf entirely mad, tho de- 
sired authority was given, and Mahlon 
l,oomls, a dentist of Washington, D. 0., 
was told that he could go ahead and 
do anything of the kind ho liked. So 
;in a spirit of entire levity the lower 
house accorded the Initial recognition 
to what has developed Into one of 
the most marvelous and most serv- 
iceable of all manifest work of genius, 


The name of Gugllelmo Marconi, tho 


Italian, is Inseparably associated with 
wireless telegraphy In those days, and 
as Is so often the caso tho men who 
blazed the trail are forgotten.

Mahlon Loomts and many like him 
have passed into the obscurity of 
memory, their achievements receiving 
only scant mention even In the Books 
which give the history of the science 
as It developed. 


The Washington dentist was, how- 


ever, a pioneer in ono respect which 
has reserved for him a modicum of 
fame; he first of all scientists proposed 
to use the present method of condt^ct- 
ing the electric Impulses by means of 
long masts and even erected a struc- 
ture for the purpose on the banks of 
the Potomac river In Maryland, where 
,he for a time carried on experiments. 
Therefore the records mention him In 
a long list of Illustrious men ns one 
who really did something to advance 


to ridicule, ns set forth In tho Con- ] 
gresslonnl Record, give a fair Idea of 
how seriously the proposal was taken.

Mr. Blnghnm's extreme earnestness

Whether It was owing to 
his speech or a certain feeling that It 
would do no harm to let Loomls try 
ills stunt, since It could not hurt any- 
thing, at any rate tho resolution was 
passed a .few nights later and the 
dentist-electrician started In to form 
tho company to exploit his Idea. 


In many respects Doctor Loomls' 


plans for wireless development were 
more ambitious than tiny proposed be- 
fore or since. 
He not only aimed at 


communication by telegraphic meth- 
ods, but ho likewise expected to util- 
ize tho power for lighting and heating 
purposes. In July, 1872, he secured 
a patent from tho United States patent 
office which so far ns Is known was 
the Drst ever granted of Its kind. The 
text of It Is Interesting.

dentist, of Washington, District of Co 
lumbla," It says, "have Invented or dla 
covered a new and Improved mode of 
telegraphing iind of generating light, 
heat nnd motive power, nnd I do here- 
by declare that tho following Is a full 
description thereof : 


"The nature of my Invention or dis- 


covery consists, In general terms, of 
utilizing natural electricity nnd estab- 
lishing nn electrical current or circuit

mountain tops I erect suitable towers 
and apparatus to attract the electric- 


ity, 
or In other words to dlbturb the 


electrical equilibrium and thus obtain 
n current of electricity, or shocks, or 
pulsations, which traverse or 4 disturb 
the positive electrical body of' the at- 
mosphcro above nnd between two 
given points 
by communicating it, 


to tho negative elect ilcnl body In 
tho earth below to form the electric 
current." 


After declaring thnt the Inventor 


did not utilize any new keyboard or 
alphabet, the patent concludes with 
tho assertion that ho claims: 


"The 
utilization of natural eloo- 


trlclty from elevated points by con- 
necting the opposite polarity of the 
celestlnl and terrestlal bodies of elec- 
tricity at different points by suitable 
conductors, and for telegraphic pur- 
poses relying upon tho disturbance 
produced In the two electro-opposite 
bodies (of the earth and the at- 
mosphere) by nn interruption of the 
continuity of one of the conductors 
from an electrical body being Indi- 
cated upon Its opposite or correspond- 
ing terminus, nnd thus producing n cir- 
cuit of communication between the 
wo without an artificial battery or 
ho further use of wires or cables to 
connect tho co-operating stations," 


The fate of the Loomls Invention 


was not long In being determined. 
His company wns formed nnd experi- 
nents were carried ou, but tho (In this

vns soon found to be Impracticable, 
despite the Severn! advanced Ideas 
presented, nnd the proposition pres- 
ently went to smnsh, adding another 
inme to the great roll of disappointed 
md disillusioned pioneers. 


Although Loomls w«s the llrst man 


to get recognition In tho American 
congress for wireless discovery, men 
iind inklings of tho possibility 
of 


:ho thing 50 years before him. About 
tho first to take up 'the work was Doc- 
tor StolnheU of Munich, who in 1888 
evolved some of the basic features of 
the science., Morse In 1842 saw that 
telegraphing without wires would some 
day bo possible, but he was too busy 
with the wire method to spend any 
time on tho other plnn. 


The credit for *he successful appli- 


cation of tho principles of wireless 
communication of .course belongs to 
Marconi, who has had the wit nnd the 
resource to employ the work of his 
predecessors In the field nnd actually 
to produce tho now wonderful result. 
Marconi's real accomplishment is of 
comparatively recent date and It owes 
much even to the dreamlngs of Doc- 
tor Loomls, not to mention the experi- 
menting of such eminent minds as J. 
Trowbrldgo In 1880, Sir W. II. Preece

When the war broke out Mlsol Graf- 


futn was at tho head of the American 
hoard's system of schools for girls la 
Slvas and its ou (stations. Early lui 
that first terrible winter Erzerum, 200 
miles awny and near the battle line, 
became one fever camp from typhus. 
The Slvas missionaries offered to send; 
a group of helpers, Including doctors,, 
pharmacists, nurses, etc., to the Red 
Cross of Braorum. Miss Grnffam WB* 
a member of the parly. The journey] 
In midwinter over the mountains, la 
cold and storm, took throe weeks. 


The day after they got there, Mrs. 


Scwny, an American nurse, learned. 
(hat her husband, a physician, lajr 
dying of typhus In a village at thdi 
front. 
MlhB Gruffnm went with her 


through deep snow, fording unknown. 
rivers at night nnd within sound of 
cannon most of the way. The doctor 
died nnd It took (^ women two day* 
to get back to Krsjrum, 


The need was so great that Mls» 


Grnffam, though with slight knowl- 
edge of Turkish and an acquaintance! 
with hospital work gained only from 
casual observation, waS put In charg* 
of a hospital for Turkish officers. Herei 
for four months she 111 led a difficult po- 
sition successfully. 


In the spring, while on the returni 


Journey to Slvas, Mls» Graffam's com- 
panion, a Swiss nurse, died at Sntln- 
gnn of malignant typhus. The plucky 
American had to go on alone. Th» 
Inns were full of typhus, the roaO 
lined with bodies of dead and dying) 
people and horses. Knowing that no. 
one could be sent to meet her unles* 
absolutely necessary, She wrote Slrasi 
that If she became 111 ot the fever she. 
would be conscious for two days and 
would wire for help. Then she tray-' 
eled on alone, until, within four days" 
journey of Slvns, some teachers met 
her and brought her In safely. 


Then came the deportations. AH

aries left Slvas Miss Graffnin and Miss

The lint building precedes the apart- 


ment with respect to the growlh of the 
municipality for the reason that It is 
cheaper to maintain. In the lint build- 
ing the renter provides his own hunt, 
while In (he apartment, janitor service 
is provided by the owner. This, of 
course, incrensos the rent which must 
be asked for tho apartments. 
Some 


people, living In small cities or towns, 
do nol euro for the convomlonnl flat 
building In which euoh floor Is occu- 
pied by a .separate family, 
For this 


reason, there i.s nearly always a de- 
mand for iwo-fnmlly houses In which 
both 
families 
occupy 
ground floor 


space, or in which the two-story buhd- 
Ing is divided after the manner of life 
duplex apartment, each family hnvlng

It would sooni logical to suppose that 


a building of this kind would bo popu- 
lar in almost any small city or town,

Po- 
lice officials all over tho hind got busy 
at oacc. and thousands of amateur 
telegraphers found themselves without 
avocation the next morning.

York city alone 998 wireless stations 
were silt-need, (in Index of the enor-

These two instances witnessing the 


Indispensnbllity of this mode of com-

brought to thf> attention o£ the con- 
gress tot the United States, aud thut 
'the application for permission to In- 
corporate a company to try out the 
"crackbraluod" sctfome so tickled the 
risibilities of tho honorable representa- 
tives that the proposition was very 
nearly laughed out of court. 


Eventually,-however, the Idea seem- 


ing harmless,,if entirely mad, the de- 
elred authority was given, and Mahlon 
I,oomls, n dentist of Washington, D. C.. 
was told that he could go ahead and 
do anything of the kind he liked. So 
'in n spirit of entire levity the lower 
house accorded the initial recognition 


to ridicule, as set forth In the Con- 
gressional Record, give a fair idea of 
how seriously the proposal was taken. 
One of the chief points of the debate 
was made upon the 
question 
of 


whether the resolution should be re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign 
affairs of the house or to the com- 
mittee on commerce, the decision be- 
ing rendered In favor of the latter body 
after a discussion which was carried 
on with burlesque solemnity for some 
hours. It Is Interesting to note that 
the presiding officer on that occasion 
was none other than Representative 
James A. Gat-field of Ohio, who later 
became president of the United States. 
Incidentally there is a strange simi- 
larity in the conduct of the house' 
then, as related In the Record, and in 
Us actions in the present day. 


Representative Conger read nn ar-

Chronicle of April 14, 1ST2, which, de- \ 
spite tho fact that It was laughed at by 
congress, seems to have had a realiz- 
ing sense of grace in considering the 
project of wireless. 


The serious attempts of the Sunday 


Chronicle to plead the cause of wire- 
less was the signal for a chorus ot 
presumably humorous remarks some- 
what like those leveled at the two ab- 
surd Wright boys, Orville and Wilbur, 
when they gave up a profitable bicycle 
business out in Dayton, O., some years 
ago and started fussing around with a 
ridiculous 
contraption 
that 
they 


thought they could make fly like a 
bird, whereas all the wiseacres there- 
abouts knew It was all plumb foolish- 
ness and couldn't be done. Everybody 
knows what a ghastly failure the 
Wrights made of flying.

Mr, Bingham's extreme earnestness 


carried with it a measure of convic- 
tion, and the unruly house at the end 
accorded him some measure of serious 
attention. Whether It was owing to 
his speech or a certain feeling that it 
would do no harm to let Loomis try 
his stunt, since It could not hurt any- 
thing, at any rate the resolution was 
passed n .few nights later and tbe 
dentist-electrician started in to form 
the company to exploit his idea. 


In many respects Doctor Loomis' 


plans for wireless development were 
more ambitious than any proposed be- 
fore or since. 
He not only aimed at 


communication, by telegraphic meth- 
ods, but he likewise expected to util- 
ize the power for lighting and heating 
purposes. 
In July, 1872, he secured 


a patent from the United States patent 
office which so far as is known was 
the first ever granted of Its kind. The 
text of it Is Interesting. 


"Be it known that I, Mahlon Loomis, 


dentist, of Washington, District of Co- 
lumbia," it says, "have invented or dis- 
covered a new and Improved mode of 
telegraphing and of generating light, 
heat and motive power, and I do here- 
by declare that the following is a full 
description thereof: 


"The nature of my invention or dis- 


covery consists, in general terms, of 
utilizing natural electricity and estab- 
lishing an electrical current or circuit 
for telegraphic and other purposes, 
without the aid of wires, artificial bat- 
teries or cable to form such electrical 
current 
and yet communicate from 


one continent of the globe to another 


."As in dispensing with the double 


wire" (which was first used In tele- 
graphing) "and making use of but one 
substituting the earth instead of a wire 
to form one-half of the circuit, so I 
now dispense with both wires, usinj, 
the earth as one-half the circuit and 
continuous electrical element far above 


earth's surface for 
the 
other 


pense with artificial batteries, bnt 
use the free electricity of the at- 
mosphere, co-operating with that of 
the earth to supply the electrical dy- 
namic force or current for telegraph- 
ing and for other useful purposes, 
such as light, heat and-motive power. 


"As atmospheric electricity is found 


more and more abundant when mois- 
ture, clouds, heated currents of air 
and other dissipating influences are 
left far below and a greater altitude 
attained, my plan is to seek ns high an 
elevation as practicable on.the tops of 
high mountains and thus penetrate or 
.establish electrical connection with the 
atmospheric stratum or ocean overly- 
ing local disturbances. 
Upon these 


mountain tops I erect suitable towers 
and apparatus to attract the electric- 
ity, or in other words to disturb the 
electrical equilibrium and thus obtain 
a current of electricity, or shocks, or 
pulsations, which traverse or disturb 
the positive electrical body of the at- 
mosphere above and between 
two 


given points 
by communicating it, 


to the negative electrical body In 
the earth below to form the electric 
current." 


After declaring that the invntor 


did not utilize any new keyboard or 
alphabet, the patent concludes with 
the assertion that he claims: 


"The 
utilization of natural elec- 


tricity from elevated points by con- 
necting the opposite polarity of the 
celestial and terrestial bodies of elec- 
tricity at different points by suitable 
conductors, and for telegraphic pur- 
poses relying upon the disturbance 
produced in the two electro-opposite 
bodies (of the earth and the at- 
mosphere) by an Interruption of the 
continuity of one of the conductors 
from an electrical body being indi- 
cated upon its opposite or correspond- 
ing terminus, and thus producing a cir- 
cuit of communication between the 
two without an artificial battery or 
he further use of wires or cables to 
connect the co-operating stations." 


The fate of the Loomis invention 


was not long in being determined. 
His company was formed and experi- 
ments were carried on, but the (in this 
lay) 
manifestly impossible 
scheme 


wa's soon found to be Impracticable, 
despite the several advanced ideas 
jresented, and the proposition pres- 
.ntly went to smash, adding another 
name to the great roll of disappointed 
and disillusioned pioneers. 


Although Loomis was the Orst man 


to get recognition in the American 
congress for wireless discovery, men 
had Inklings of the possibility of 
the thing 50 years before him. About
